A Block of Commercial Build- 
ings Destroyed by Fire. 



The Lives of at Least Three Firemen 
Crushed Out by Falling Walls.

Wasitinoton, May 19.— Fire swept 
awny a whole block of commerciul 
bnlldlnpfB opposite the Smithsonian in- 
stitution soon alter eiffht o'clock Mon- 
day evening. The Uvea of at least 
three firemen were crushed out by fall- 
ing walls. The loss will exceed »J00,- 
000. The buildings covering the block 
adjoining the center market, consti- 
tutes practically tho entire commission 
and wholesale produce business of 
Washington. From seven to eight 
o'clock the district was visited by one 
of the most terrific thunderstorms in 
years, and, it is thought, lightning 
traveling on telegraph wires entered a 
Postal Telegraph Bub station and 
started the llames* which rapidly spread 
through tho highly inflammable ma- 
terials in the stores fronting on Louisi- 
ana avenue. Ninth, Tenth and H 
streets. In a few minutes, 
under general alarm orders, the 
entire fire department commence its 
efforts to check the fire's spread, but 
exploding barrels of kerosene and gas- 
oline drove them off and led them to 
direct their energies to preventing the 
flames from crossing the streets to the 
neighboring squares. While the fin- 
men of No. 8 engine were working a 
hose through one of the old 
buildings, the roof fell without 
warning, burying them in the 
ruins. The wrecked building at 
once liegan burning furiously and any
